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PREFACE 


This  is  the  fifth  in  a  series  of  publications  summarizing  legislation  of 
interest  to  local  governments,  the  others  having  been  published  after  the  1955, 

1957,  1959  and  1961  Sessions  of  the  General  Assembly.  The  topical  classifica¬ 
tion  in  this  summary  has  been  expanded  to  include  state  appropriations  of  grants 
or  subsidies  to  local  governments  and  constitutional  changes  and  revisions  pro¬ 
posed  affecting  local  governments.  The  zoning  classification  was  deleted  because 
no  legislation  of  that  type  was  enacted.  Acts  which  affect  a  single  municipality 
or  omnibus  road  transfer  legislation  are  not  included  in  this  summary.  We  would 
be  grateful  to  know  the  reaction  of  those  who  use  this  report  in  order  that  their 
suggestions  may  be  incorporated  into  future  reports.

There  were  2,  662  bills  introduced  into  the  1963  Session  of  the  Pennsylvania 
General  Assembly;  613  passed.  The  disposition  of  bills  passed  is  as  follows:  539 
were  approved  and  became  general  law;  53  were  approved  and  became  appropriations 
acts;  and  21  were  vetoed.  Of  the  539  general  laws  approved,  208  are  of  interest  to 
or  directly  affect  local  governments  and  12  of  the  53  appropriation  acts  represent 
grants  or  subsidies  to  local  governments.  Therefore,  this  summary  includes  a 
total  of  220  acts  and  3  joint  resolutions.

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EXPLANATORY  NOTES 


This  summary  of  legislation  enacted  in  1963  includes  only  those  acts  which 
directly  affect  county  and  municipal  government  in  Pennsylvania.  School,  judicial, 
highways,  and  other  general  legislation  is  included  only  if  it  directly  affects  these 
local  governments. 

The  text  of  this  summary  describes  the  new  laws  and  their  effect  upon  pre¬ 
viously  existing  statutes.  The  summaries  are  arranged  by  act  number  under  major 
topical  headings.  Brief  headings  to  each  act  are  intended  to  inform  the  reader  of 
the  subject  matter  in  the  act. 

The  classes  of  local  government  affected  by  each  act  are  in  parentheses 
under  each  act  heading.  Instead  of  designating  classes  of  local  government  by  sym- 
bols  as  in  past  summaries,  the  name  of  each  classification  is  printed  in  its  entirety, 
i.  e.  ,  Authorities,  Boroughs,  Cities,  Counties,  Towns  and  Townships.  When  an  act 
affects  local  governments  in  general  the  designation  in  parentheses  is  "All  Classes.  " 

It  should  be  noted  that  there  is  only  one  first  class  city  and  one  first  class  county, 
Philadelphia,  which  is  a  coterminous  city  -  county  government;  one  second  class  city, 
Pittsburgh;  one  second  class  city  A,  Scranton;  and  one  second  class  county,  Allegheny, 

There  are  two  indices  at  the  end  of  the  summary,  one  by  act  number,  the 
other  a  general  index. 

Phrasing  of  the  new  acts  is  preserved  wherever  possible.  An  attempt  has  been 
made  to  use  conversational  terminology  rather  than  the  more  precise  wording  used  in 
legal  writing.  The  summaries  contained  in  this  report  are,  therefore,  non-technical 
in  nature  and  are  by  no  means  to  be  construed  as  authoritative  in  the  sense  of  a  legal 


opinion.  Each  summary  of  an  act  is  followed  by  the  approval  date  of  the  act,  the 
Existing  law  amended  and  the  effective  date.  (Acts  which  affect  the  compensation 
>f  local  officials  are  effective  upon  taking  office  in  January,  1964  because  of  Article 
II,  Section  13  of  the  Pennsylvania  Constitution.  Acts  affecting  the  budget  of  a  local 
government  are  effective  fiscal  year  1964  because  of  a  provision  in  the  Statutory 
Construction  Act,  1937,  P.  L.  1019,  as  amended.  ) 

The  full  and  official  text  of  acts  summarized  in  this  report  can  be  obtained 
rom  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  Bureau  of  Publications,  10th  and  Market 
Streets,  Harrisburg.

ACCOUNTS,  AUDITS  AND  FINANCES 


COMPENSATION  OF  VIEWERS  IN  EMINENT  DOMAIN  PROCEEDINGS 
(Countie  s) 

Permits  counties  to  compensate  viewers  for  services  in  eminent 
domain  proceedings  involving  roads,  highways  and  bridges  from 
the  "County  Liquid  Fuels  Tax  Fund.  " 

Act  39,  approved  May  20,  1963,  amends  subsection  (a)  of  section 
10  of  the  Liquid  Fuels  Tax  Act,  1931,  P.  L.  149,  as  amended,  and 
is  effective  immediately. 

CLAIMS  SATISFIED 
(Counties  -  Second  Class) 

The  title  of  section  2627  of  the  "Second  Class  County  Code"  is 
changed  from  "Title  to  Vest  Upon  Payment  of  Award"  to  "All  Claims 
Satisfied  Upon  Payment  of  Award.  " 

Act  66,  approved  June  6,  1963,  amends  section  2627  of  the  Second 
Class  County  Code,  1953,  P.  L.  723,  as  amended,  and  is  effective 
September  1,  1963. 

COUNTY  FIREMEN'S  ASSOCIATIONS,  APPROPRIATIONS  TO 
(Counties  -  Second  to  Eighth  Class) 

County  commissioners  may  appropriate  county  funds  to  properly 
qualified  firemen's  associations  to  assist  in  paying  the  running 
expenses  of  a  program  on  fire  prevention  education. 

Act  73,  approved  June  1  1,  1963,  is  an  original  act,  and  is  effective 
immediately. 

GENERAL  STATE  AUTHORITY  BONDS 
(All  Classes) 

Bonds  issued  by  the  General  State  Authority  are  made  legal  invest¬ 
ments  for  political  subdivisions  and  can  be  used  and  deposited  in 
the  same  manner  as  bonds  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania. 

Act  101,  approved  June  21,  1963,  amends  section  5  of  The  General 
State  Authority  Act  of  1949,  P.  L.  372,  as  amended,  and  is 
effective  September  1,  1963. 
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ACT  106 


MUNICIPAL  AUTHORITIES,  CLAIMS 
(Authoritie  s) 


This  act  includes  municipal  authorities  among  the  political  sub¬ 
divisions  which  have  the  authority  to  file  tax  and  municipal  claims 
after  the  time  specified  by  law.  These  claims  may  be  amended  if 
the  affected  property  is  not  described  sufficiently.  Municipal 
authorities  may  file  suggestions  of  non-payment  and  sue  out  writs 
of  scire  facias  on  certain  municipal  claims  and  revive  judgments 
where  the  lien  of  such  claims  or  judgments  have  been  lost. 

Act  106,  approved  June  21,  1963,  amends  section  1  of  the  act  of 
September  23,  1959,  P.  L.  955,  and  is  effective  immediately. 

ACT  116  APPOINTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  ACCOUNTANTS 
(Boroughs) 

Council  may  pass  an  ordinance  by  two-thirds  (2/3's)  vote  of  their 
entire  number  to  appoint  public  accountants  or  a  firm  of  certified 
public  accountants  to  audit  the  borough  accounts  and  prepare  the 
annual  financial  report.  The  office  of  elected  borough  auditor  is 
then  abolished  although  the  auditors  then  in  office  shall  continue 
to  hold  their  office  during  the  term  to  which  elected  but  shall  not 
audit,  settle  or  adjust  the  accounts  of  the  Borough.  Controllers, 
though  removed  from  auditing  functions,  would  perform  those 
duties  not  connected  with  post-auditing.  The  ordinance  may  be 
repealed  at  any  time  and  the  electors  choose  three  auditors  at  the 
next  municipal  election. 

Act  116,  approved  July  3,  1963,  amends  clause  VII  of  section  1005 
of  The  Borough  Code,  as  amended,  and  is  effective  immediately. 

ACT  122  INCORPORATED  COUNTY  COMMISSIONERS,  TRUSTEES  OF 
PROPERTY 

(Counties  -  Sixth  and  Seventh  Class) 

The  commissioners  of  sixth  class  counties  (previously  only  seventh 
class)  may  be  incorporated  as  commissioners  or  trustees  of  any 
real  or  personal  property  for  public  purposes.  Incorporated  com¬ 
missioners  or  trustees  may  sell,  transfer  or  convey  any  real  estate 
under  their  jurisdiction.  The  court  of  common  pleas  is  authorized 
to  fix  the  annual  compensation  and  mileage  of  commissioners  acting 
as  incorporated  commissioners  or  trustees  for  the  year  1963  and 
annually  thereafter  before  the  beginning  of  any  fiscal  year  following 
1963. 

Act  122,  approved  July  3,  1963,  amends  section  1  of  the  act  of 
April  18,  1929,  P.  L.  607,  and  adds  sections  1.  1  and  1. 2,  and  is 
effective  September  1,  1963.

ERRONEOUS  PAYMENT  OF  SHOPLIFTING  FINES 
(All  Classes) 

ACT  153 

ACT  197 

Any  city,  borough,  town  or  township  that  has  erroneously  received 
a  shoplifting  fine  shall  pay  this  fine  to  the  respective  county  in 
which  the  fine  shall  have  been  imposed  in  the  name  of  the  Common¬ 
wealth. 

Act  142,  approved  July  17,  1963,  amends  section  78  of  the  act  of 
March  31,  I860,  P.  L.  427,  as  amended  and  is  effective  immediately 

COLLECTION  OF  MUNICIPAL  CLAIMS 
(Cities  -  Third  Class) 

The  time  during  which  actions  of  assumpsit  may  be  brought  by  the 
cities  of  the  third  class  for  the  recovery  and  collection  of  municipal 
claims  is  extended  from  three  (3)  to  six  (6)  years. 

Act  153,  approved  July  25,  1963,  amends  section  4601  of  The  Third 
Class  City  Code,  1931,  P.  L.  932,  as  amended,  and  is  effective 
immediately. 

SALES  OF  PERSONAL  PROPERTY 
(Cities  -  Third  Class) 

This  act  clarifies  a  provision  of  existing  law  relating  to  the  sale  of 
city  property  by  specifically  stating  personal  property. 

Act  197,  approved  July  30,  1963,  amends  section  1917  of  The  Third 
Class  City  Code,  1931,  P.  L.  932,  as  amended,  and  is  effective 
September  28,  1963. 

ACT  206 

SCHOOL  FISCAL  YEAR 

(Second,  Third  and  Fourth  Class  School  Districts) 

The  school  fiscal  year  is  changed  from  the  period  between  the  first 
Monday  of  July  and  the  day  immediately  preceding  the  first  Monday 
of  July  in  the  next  year,  to  the  first  of  July  and  the  thirtieth  of  June 
of  the  next  year. 

Act  206,  approved  July  31,  1963,  amends  the  Public  School  Code  of 
1949,  P.  L.  30,  as  amended,  and  became  effective  July  1,  1963. 
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ACT  217 


LICENSING  OF  SALES 
(All  Classes) 


This  act  provides  for  the  regulation  and  licensing  of  all  retail 
closing  out  sales,  fire,  smoke  or  water  damage  sales  or  defunct 
business  sales.  Licenses  to  conduct  such  sales  must  be  obtained 
from  the  city  treasurer  or  borough  or  township  secretaries.  A 
bond  of  5%  of  the  first  $100,000  of  the  retail  value  of  all  goods  to 
be  sold,  2%  of  the  next  $400,  000  and  1%  of  the  balance  must  be 
filed.  License  fees  are  $50.  00  and  upon  the  renewal  of  a  license, 
$100.00.  A  similar  business  for  which  a  sale  license  was  issued 
under  this  act,  except  those  licenses  issued  for  fire,  smoke  or 
water  damage  sales,  may  not  be  opened  on  the  same  premises  with¬ 
in  one  year  of  such  sale. 

Act  217,  approved  July  31,  1963,  is  an  original  act  and  is  effective 
September  29,  1963. 

ACT  243  FIXED  CHARGES  FOR  FOREST  RESERVES 
(Counties,  School  Districts,  Townships) 

The  fixed  charges  payable  by  the  Commonwealth  on  lands  acquired 
by  the  State  and  Federal  government  for  forest  reserves,  conserva¬ 
tion  of  water,  or  flood  prevention  are  raised  from  five  (5£)  to  eight 
cents  (8£)  per  acre  for  the  benefit  of  the  county  in  which  the  lands  ari 
located,  from  two  and  one-half  (2-1/2^)  to  eight  cents  (8£)  per  acre 
for  the  benefit  of  the  schools  in  the  school  districts  in  which  the  land: 
are  located,  and  from  two  and  one-half  (2-1/2  £)  to  four  cents  (4£)  pe 
acre  for  the  benefit  of  the  roads  in  the  township  where  such  lands  are 
located. 

Act  243,  amends  section  1  of  the  act  of  May  17,  1929,  P.  L.  1798, 
as  amended,  and  is  effective  July  1,  1964. 

ACT  278  BOND  ISSUES  FOR  PLANNING  COSTS 
(Counties  -  Second  Class) 

County  commissioners  may  for  the  purposes  of  defraying  the  costs 
and  expenses  of  County  and  Regional  Planning  Commissions  use 
current  tax  revenue  or  may  issue  general  obligation  bonds  in  the 
manner  provided  by  the  "Municipal  Borrowing  Law,"  1941,  P .  L.  15^ 

Act  278,  approved  August  6,  1963,  amends  subsection  (e)  of  section 
2201  and  subsection  (c)  of  section  2209  of  TheSecond  Class  County 
Code,  1953,  P.  L.  723,  as  amended,  and  is  effective  immediately. 
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ACT  283 


APPROPRIATIONS  FOR  INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT 
(Boroughs) 


Boroughs  may  make  unlimited  appropriations  to  an  industrial 
development  agency.  The  previous  maximum  was  ten  cents  (10£) 
per  year  for  each  inhabitant  of  the  borough. 

Act  283,  approved  August  6,  1963,  amends  clause  LXIX  of  section 
1202  of  The  Borough  Code,  1947,  P.  L.  1621,  as  amended,  and  is 
effective  immediately.

ACT  284  APPROPRIATIONS  FOR  INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT 
(Townships  -  First  Class) 

The  corporate  officers  of  a  first  class  township  shall  have  the 
power  to  make  unlimited  appropriations  to  an  industrial  develop¬ 
ment  agency.  The  previous  maximum  was  ten  cents  (10£)  per  year 
for  each  inhabitant  of  the  township. 

Act  284,  approved  August  9,  1963,  amends  section  1502  of  The  First 
Class  Township  Code,  1931,  P.  L.  1206,  by  adding  a  new  clause 
(LX),  and  is  effective  fiscal  year  1964. 

ACT  285  APPROPRIATIONS  FOR  INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT 

(Townships  -  Second  Class) 

The  corporate  officers  of  a  second  class  township  shall  have  the 
power  to  make  unlimited  appropriations  to  an  industrial  development 
agency.  The  previous  maximum  was  ten  cents  (10£)  per  year  for 
each  inhabitant  of  the  township. 

Act  285,  approved  August  6,  1963,  amends  clause  LVI  of  section 
702  of  The  Second  Class  Township  Code,  1947,  P.  L.  1481,  as 
amended,  and  is  effective  immediately. 

ACT  287  COMMUNITY  NURSING  SERVICES 

(Boroughs) 

The  corporate  officers  of  a  borough  are  authorized  to  make  annual 
appropriations,  not  to  exceed  $5,  000,  (previously  $2,  000)  for 
community  nurse  services  to  any  non-profit  associations  or 
corporations  which  provide  community  nursing  services  for  the 
control  of  communicable  disease,  the  immunization  of  children, 
the  operation  of  child  health  centers  (Well-Baby  Clinics),  instruc¬ 
tion  visits  to  mothers  of  new  babies  beginning  in  the  prenatal  period, 
and  family  health  guidance. 

Act  287,  approved  August  6,  1963,  amends  clause  LXII  of  section 
1202  of  The  Borough  Code,  1947,  P.  L.  1621,  as  amended,  and  is 
effective  immediately. 
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ACT  291 


SEGREGATION  OF  TAXES  PAID  UNDER  PROTEST 
(Counties  -  Second  Class) 


This  act  excepts  the  City  of  Pittsburgh  and  Pittsburgh  School  District 
from  the  requirement  of  existing  law  to  segregate  twenty-five  percent 
(25%)  of  amount  of  real  estate  taxes  paid  under  protest  pending  an 
appeal  of  assessment.  The  city  and  school  district  may  now  deposit 
real  estate  taxes  paid  under  protest  in  one  account. 

Act  291,  approved  August  7,  1963,  amends  section  518.  1  of  The 
General  County  Assessment  Law,  1933,  P.  L.  853,  as  amended,  and 
is  effective  October  6,  1963. 

ACT  313  FINANCING  HOUSING  AUTHORITY  PROJECTS 
(Authorities) 

Housing  authorities  may  by  resolution  join  or  cooperate  with  any 
other  authority  or  authorities  for  the  purpose  of  financing  their 
respective  projects,  including  the  issuance  of  bonds,  notes  or  other 
obligations . 

Act  313,  approved  August  8,  1963,  amends  section  14  ofTheHousing 
Authorities  Law,  1937,  P.  L.  955,  as  amended,  by  adding  a  new 
paragraph,  and  is  effective  October  7,  1963. 

ACT  348  APPROPRIATIONS  TO  TOURIST  PROMOTION  AGENCIES 
(Counties  -  Third  to  Eighth  Class) 

The  board  of  commissioners  are  authorized  to  appropriate  an  annual 
amount  of  money,  not  to  exceed  ten  cents  (10£)  for  each  county  resident, 
to  assist  tourist  promotion  agencies  in  carrying  out  their  activities. 

Act  348,  approved  August  13,  1963,  amends  subdivision  (n)  of  article 
XIX  of  The  County  Code,  1955,  P.  L.  323,  as  amended,  and  is 
effective  fiscal  year  1964. 

ACT  358  MOTOR  LICENSE  FUND  APPROPRIATIONS 

(Cities,  Boroughs,  Incorporated  Towns  and  Townships) 

The  provision  that,  if  the  sum  appropriated  from  the  Motor  License 
Fund  for  allocation  among  political  subdivisions  for  roads,  streets 
and  bridges  amounts  to  less  than  $30,  000,  000  annually,  the  difference 
is  to  be  appropriated  from  the  Motor  License  Fund  is  extended  through 
1964  and  1965. 

Act  358,  approved  August  13,  1963,  amends  section  4.  1  of  the  act  of 
June  1,  1956,  P.  L.  1944,  as  amended,  and  is  effective  October  12,  1963. 
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ACT  406 

PRESERVING  HISTORICAL  SITES 
(Countie  s) 

Boards  of  commissioners  are  authorized  to  make  appropriations 
from  county  funds  to  any  non-profit  corporation  organized  for  the 
purpose  of  preserving  historic  sites  which  have  been  designated  by 
the  Pennsylvania  Historical  and  Museum  Commission  as  a  monu¬ 
ment  worthy  of  restoration  and  preservation.  Local  historical 
societies  or  interested  citizens  shall  make  contributions  toward 
the  projects  to  qualify  for  county  appropriations. 

Act  406,  approved  August  14,  1963,  amends  subdivision  (d)  of 
article  XIX  of  The  County  Code,  1955,  P.  L.  323,  by  adding  a 
new  section,  1931,  and 'is  effective  immediately. 

ACT  409 

CERTAIN  BILLIARD-TABLES  EXEMPT  FROM  LICENSE  REQUIRE¬ 
MENTS 

(Cities  -  First  Class) 

Coin-operated  billiard-tables,  pool-tables,  or  bagatelle -boards  or 
tables  of  less  than  regulation  size,  and  which  are  not  the  principal 
business  activity  of  the  premises  where  located  are  not  required  to 
be  licensed. 

Act  409,  approved  August  14,  1963,  amends  section  1  of  the  act  of 

June  7,  1911,  P.  L.  668,  as  amended,  and  is  effective  October  13,  1963 

ACT  430 

APPROPRIATIONS  FOR  NURSING  CARE 
(Counties  and  Cities  of  First  and  Second  Class) 

County  commissioners  and  city  council  are  authorized  to  make 
annual  appropriations  from  institution  district  funds  or  city  funds  for 
home  nursing  care. 

Act  430,  approved  August  14,  1963,  amends  section  406  of  The  County 
Institution  District  Law,  1937,  P.  L.  2017,  and  is  effective  fiscal  year 
1964. 

ACT  476 

AUDITOR  GENERAL,  ALLOCATION  FROM  FOREIGN  CASUALTY 
INSURANCE  FUNDS 
(All  Classes) 

The  amount  allocated  to  the  Auditor  General  from  the  tax  paid  on 
premiums  by  foreign  casualty  insurance  companies  is  increased  from 
$60,  000  to  $80,  000.  This  allocation  defrays  the  expenses  of  the 

Auditor  General  in  auditing  the  funds  and  accounts  of  municipalities 
and  counties  who  receive  monies  from  the  same  tax  revenue  for  their 
retirement  systems. 
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ACT  476 
(cont.  ) 

Act  476,  approved  August  14,  1963,  amends  subsection  (a)  of 
section  Z  of  the  act  of  May  12,  1943,  P.  L.  259,  as  amended, 
and  is  effective  immediately. 

ACT  486 

PAYMENT  OF  PUBLIC  DEFENDERS 
(Counties  -  Third  to  Eighth  Class) 

The  board  of  commissioners  may  appropriate  moneys  for  payment 
to  non-profit  public  defender  associations  or  societies,  county  bar 
associations  or  individual  attorneys  at  law  who  act  as  public 
defenders  for  indigent  persons  charged  with  a  felony,  other  than 
murder,  or  with  a  misdemeanor. 

Act  486,  approved  August  24,  1963,  amends  article  XIX  of  The 

County  Code,  1955,  P.  L.  323,  as  amended,  by  adding  subdivision 
(r)  and  is  effective  fiscal  year  1964. 

ACT  503 

JUNK  YARD  LICENSE  FEES 
(Townships  -  Second  Class) 

The  township  supervisors  may  prescribe  license  fees  for  junk 
dealers  and  junk  or  scrap  yards  not  to  exceed  two  hundred  dollars 
($200)  per  year.  (The  amount  of  fee  was  not  previously  specified). 

Act  503,  approved  August  24,  1963,  amends  clause  LVIII  of  section 
702  of  The  Second  Class  Township  Code,  1933,  P.  L.  103,  as 
amended,  and  is  effective  immediately. 

ACT  511 

INVESTMENTS  IN  PARKING  AUTHORITIES,  PUBLIC  AUDITORIUM 
AUTHORITIES  AND  PORT  AUTHORITIES 
(All  Classes) 

This  act  makes  obligations  of  any  parking  authority,  public  auditoriurr 
authority  or  port  authority  authorized  investments  under  the  "Fidu¬ 
ciaries  Investment  Act"  of  1949  if  certain  requirements  are  met. 
Obligations  may  not  be  in  default;  the  project  for  which  the  obligations 
were  issued  must  be  under  lease  to  or  subject  to  a  service  or  grant 
contract  with  a  municipality;  the  term  of  lease  or  contract  may  not  be

PAYMENT  OF  COUNSEL  IN  MURDER  CASES,  JUDGE  TO 

DETERMINE  AMOUNT 

(Counties) 

When  a  judge  assigns  counsel  to  a  person  charged  with  murder 
because  that  person  is  a  person  wholly  destitute  of  means  to  em¬ 
ploy  counsel,  the  county  in  which  the  person  is  charged  shall  pay 
such  charges  instead  of  the  county  in  which  the  trial  is  being  held. 

In  addition,  this  act  removes  the  five  hundred  dollar  ($500)  limi¬ 
tation  which  may  have  been  paid  to  counsel  and  places  the  deter¬ 
mination  of  compensation  at  the  discretion  of  the  judge.

The  controller  or  auditors  then  report  such  audits  to  the  county 
commissioners,  the  Auditor  General,  and  the  governing  body  of 
each  political  subdivision  which  is  entitled  to  receive  any  moneys 
or  funds  collected  by  any  such  alderman,  magistrate  or  justice 
of  the  peace.

(County  Designated  Agencies)

costs  for  making  studies,  surveys  and  investigations  and  for 
planning  and  carrying  out  tourist  promotional  programs  and 
projects.

PROGRAMS

for  payment  of  grants  to  political  subdivisions  for  development  of 
juvenile  probation  services  and  special  police  and  crime  preven¬ 
tion  programs.

Whenever  a  natural  disaster  threatens  or  has  occurred  and 
that  conditions  of  extreme  emergency  exist  in  all  or  parts  of 
Pennsylvania  during  the  interim  between  sessions  of  the 
General  Assembly,  the  Governor  is  authorized  to  transfer 
certain  funds  to  a  special  account  in  the  general  fund  for 
disaster  relief.  Such  funds  shall  be  expended  as  the  Governor 
approves  and  are  appropriated  to  the  State  Council  of  Civil 
Defense.  The  total  of  such  transfers  shall  never  exceed 
$5,000,000  in  any  one  year.

Posts  of  the  Veterans  of  World  War  I  of  the  U.  S.  A.  ,  Inc.  are  included 
in  the  groups  to  which  annual  appropriations,  not  exceeding  three  hundred 
dollars  ($300)  may  be  made  to  aid  in  defraying  the  expenses  of  Memorial 
Day  and  Armistice  Day.

City  Code,  1931,  P.  L.  932,  and  is  effective  fiscal  year  1964. 

ACT  63 

VETERANS'  ORGANIZATIONS 
(Counties  -  Third  to  Eighth  Class) 

The  Veterans  of  World  War  I  of  the  U.  S.  A.  ,  Inc.  are  included  among 
organizations  to  which  the  county  commissioners  may  appropriate  money 
not  exceeding  three  hundred  dollars  ($300)  to  defray  Memorial  Day  and 
Armistice  Day  expenses.  The  act  also  authorizes  this  organization  to 
compile  data  about  the  burial  places  of  deceased  service  persons  for  the 
compilation  of  county  war  records  and  includes  it  among  the  organiza¬ 
tions  permitted  to  have  meeting  rooms  in  the  county  memorial  hall.

PEDDLING  LICENSEES  RESTRICTED 
(All  Classes) 

Disabled  soldiers  with  peddling  licenses  which  authorize  the  right 
to  hawk,  peddle  and  vend  any  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  within 
the  Commonwealth  may  not  sell  the  labeled  artificial  flowers  of 
the  Veterans  of  World  War  I  of  the  U.  S.  A.  ,  Inc.

PENNSYLVANIA  INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT  AUTHORITY

DISPOSITION  OF  ASSETS  OF  COMMUNITY  INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOP¬ 
MENT  CORPORATIONS 
(All  Classes) 

The  property  devoted  to  community  industrial  development  uses  is  in¬ 
cluded  in  the  property  which  shall  not  be  diverted  from  the  objects  for 
which  it  was  donated,  granted,  bequeathed  or  devised  upon  voluntary 
dissolution  of  a  corporation.  In  entering  the  final  decree,  the  court 
shall  order  the  distribution  of  the  property  and  assets  of  the  corpora¬ 
tion  among  entitled  members  and  shall  direct  what  disposition  shall  be

Industrial  development  agencies  giving  industrial  mortgages  to  secure 
loans  from  banks,  trust  companies,  insurance  companies,  fiduciaries 
and  others  may  obtain  industrial  mortgage  insurance  up  to  40%  of 
project  cost.  The  Pennsylvania  Industrial  Development  Authority  is 
authorized  to  administer  the  act.

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CONSTITUTIONAL  CHANGES  AND  REVISIONS 


JOINT  RESOLUTION  3 

EMERGENCY  GOVERNMENT 
(All  Classes) 

This  resolution  proposes  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  which  would  permit  the 
General  Assembly  to  enact  laws  during  any  session  for  the 
continuity  of  the  executive,  legislative  and  judicial  function 
of  the  government  of  the  Commonwealth  and  its  political  sub¬ 
divisions  and  to  establish  emergency  seats  of  government  in 
the  event  of  an  attack  by  an  enemy  of  the  United  States. 

Joint  Resolution  3  would  amend  article  III  of  the  Constitution 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  by  adding  a  new  section 
35,  and  was  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Common¬ 
wealth  on  May  28,  1963. 

NOTE:  This  proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution  will  be 
voted  upon  by  the  electorate  in  November,  1963. 

JOINT  RESOLUTION  4 

BORROWING  CAPACITY  OF  POLITICAL  SUBDIVISIONS 
(All  Classes) 

This  resolution  proposes  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  increasing  the  maximum 
borrowing  capacity  of  political  subdivisions  from  seven  per¬ 
cent  (7%)  to  fifteen  per  cent  (15%)  of  the  assessed  valuation  of 
taxable  property.  The  maximum  debt  incurred  by  legislative 
action  (voter  consent  not  required)  would  be  raised  from  two 
per  cent  (2%)  to  five  per  cent  (5%)  of  the  assessed  valuation. 

Joint  Resolution  4  would  amend  article  IX,  section  8  of  the  Con¬ 
stitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  and  was  filed  in 
the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  on  June  12,  1963. 

NOTE:  This  resolution  must  pass  the  next  regular  session  of 
the  General  Assembly  in  1965  and  then  be  submitted  to  the 
electorate  to  be  voted  upon  in  November,  1965.  This  proposal 
is  of  immediate  interest  to  all  local  government  officials  be¬ 
cause  it  provides  additional  capacity  to  meet  capital  improve¬ 
ment  needs . 
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JOINT  RESOLUTION  5 


PROJECT  70 
(All  Classes) 

This  resolution  proposes  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  which  would  permit  the 
Commonwealth  to  create  debt  and  issue  bonds  to  the  amount 
of  seventy  million  dollars  ($70,  000,  000)  for  the  acquisition 
of  land  for  state  parks,  reservoirs  and  conservation,  recrea¬ 
tion  and  historical  preservation  purposes.  Present  plans 
provide  that  twenty  million  of  the  seventy  million  would  be 
made  available,  on  a  matching  basis  to  local  governments  for 
land  acquisition. 

Joint  Resolution  5  would  amend  article  IX  of  the  Constitution 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvnia  by  adding  section  24,  and 
was  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  on 
July  2,  1963. 

NOTE:  This  proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution  will  be 
voted  upon  by  the  electorate  in  November,  1963.  The  resolution 
represents  "Project  70."  A  $70,  000,  000  bond  issue  of  which 
$20,  000,  000  is  allocated  to  political  subdivisions  for  the 
acquisition  of  open  space  for  parks,  reservoirs,  conservation, 
recreation  and  historical  preservation.  Project  70,  then  is  an 
effort  at  the  state  and  local  level  to  insure  Pennsylvania's  open 
space  for  the  future.  This  proposed  amendment  will  be  voted 
upon  by  the  electorate  in  November,  1963. 

ACT  262  CONSTITUTIONAL  CONVENTION 

(All  Classes) 

This  act  provides  for  a  referendum  to  determine  the  will  of 
the  electorate  of  the  Commonwealth  in  regard  to  a  constitutional 
convention.  If  a  majority  of  those  voting  on  the  question  vote  in 
favor  of  preparation  of  a  new  Constitution,  delegates  shall  be 
elected  at  the  primary  to  be  held  in  1964. 

Act  262,  approved  August  5,  1963,  is  an  original  act  and  is 
effective  immediately. 

NOTE:  This  is  the  enabling  act  which  provides  for  a  vote  on  the 
question  of  calling  a  constitutional  convention  at  the  November, 
1963  election  to  study  the  Commonwealth's  present  Constitution 
adopted  in  1874.  If  a  favorable  vote  is  received  on  this  question 
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ACT  262  then  a  constitutional  convention  shall  be  called  by  the  Governor 

(cont.  )  to  convene  on  July  1,  1964.  The  convention  shall  be  composed 

of  one  hundred  fifty  (150)  delegates  elected  from  state  senatorial 
districts  at  a  primary  to  be  held  in  1964.  A  new  Constitution 
shall  be  proposed  and  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Common¬ 
wealth  not  later  than  June  1,  1965.  The  Constitution,  then, 
proposed  by  the  convention  shall  be  submitted  at  the  general 
election  held  in  1965  to  the  electors  of  the  Commonwealth  for 
their  approval  or  rejection.

ACT  141  EXPENSE  ACCOUNTS  OF  POLITICAL  COMMITTEES 

(Counties) 

The  political  committee's  expense  account,  filed  with  the 
Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  and/or  the  county  election 
board  after  every  primary  and  election  must  include  a  com¬ 
plete  listing  of  all  receipts  and  disbursements,  including  all 
receipts  and  disbursements  from  the  publication  and  sale  of 
all  publications  from  the  time  of  the  last  account  or  from  the 
time  of  the  formation  of  the  political  committee  if  no  prior 
account  has  been  filed.

The  compensation  of  judges,  inspectors  and  clerks  in  every 
election  district  using  paper  ballots  is  increased  from  not  less 
than  six  dollars  ($6)  nor  more  than  ten  dollars  ($10)  to  not  less 
than  twelve  dollars  ($12)  nor  more  than  seventeen  dollars  ($17) 
for  each  primary  and  election.  The  maximum  compensation  for 
any  one  election  for  any  judge,  inspector  or  clerk  is  thirty-five 
($35)  when  they  receive  two  dollars  ($2)  for  each  fifty  (50)  votes 
over  the  first  one  hundred  (100)  votes  cast.

(All  Classes)

on  one  row  or  column  to  accommodate  all  the  candidates  of  a 
political  party,  the  candidates  shall  appear  on  that  row  or  column 
in  the  order  established  by  the  casting  of  lots.  Where  there  are 
four  or  more  candidates  for  a  particular  office  the  names  of  the 
candidates  may  be  divided  between  the  rows  or  columns  as  equally 
as  possible  according  to  the  order  established  by  the  casting  of 
lots .

ACT  379  ELECTION  PROCEDURES 
(Countie  s) 

This  act  enables  electors  qualified  under  the  provisions  of  the 
permanent  registration  laws  and  who  are  absent  from  on  unable 
to  attend  their  polling  places  to  cast  their  votes  by  absentee 
ballot.  The  county  board  of  elections  shall  approve  absentee 
applications  and  shall  maintain  a  Registered  Absentee  Voters' 

File  which  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection  .  The  act  also 
changes  the  method  of  marking  ballots  and  regulates  certain 
dates.

This  act  enables  electors  who  are  unable  to  go  to  their  polling 
places  because  of  illness  or  physical  disability,  spouses  and 
dependents  of  persons  in  military  service,  persons  in  the  Merchant 
Marine,  religious  and  welfare  groups  officially  attached  to  and 
serving  with  the  Armed  Forces  and  civilian  Federal  personnel 
overseas  and  their  spouses  and  dependents  to  register  and  to  change 
their  political  party  by  mail.  This  act  also  regulates  the  time  within 
which  certain  qualified  electors  may  register.

PERSONS 

(Cities  -  First  Class) 

This  act  enables  electors  who  are  unable  to  go  to  their  polling 
places  because  of  illness  or  physical  disability,  spouses  and 
dependents  of  persons  in  military  service,  of  persons  in  the 
Merchant  Marine,  religious  and  welfare  groups  officially 
attached  to  and  serving  with  the  Armed  Forces  and  civilian 
Federal  personnel  overseas  and  their  spouses  and  dependents 
to  register  and  to  change  their  political  party  by  mail.  The 
act  also  regulates  the  time  within  which  certain  qualified  electors 
may  register.

This  act  requires  that  watchers  appointed  for  the  polls  shall 
serve  in  only  one  district  and  must  be  qualified  electors  of  the 
municipality  or  township  in  which  the  district  where  they  are 
authorized  to  act  is  located.  Watchers  appointed  to  serve  in 
districts  other  than  the  one  from  which  they  are  registered 
electors  are  to  be  appointed  on  petition  to  the  court  of  common 
pleas .

The  State  Department  of  Public  Welfare  shall  have  the  power  to 
lease  a  portion  of  the  lands  of  any  institution  under  its  supervision 
to  any  municipality  or  municipalities  for  sanitary  land  fills.

ACT  107 

REGULATIONS  OF  STATE  DEPARTMENTS  AND  AGENCIES 
(All  Classes) 

This  act  provides  that  regulations  of  any  state  department  or  agency 
shall  not  go  into  effect  until  the  regulations  (1)  are  available  for 
public  distribution  (2)  a  copy  is  filed  with  the  Department  of  State 
and  the  Legislative  Reference  Bureau.  Previously,  regulations  only 
had  to  be  filed  with  the  Department  of  State.  Since  local  officials 
may  be  directly  affected  by  some  agency  regulation,  they  should  be 
aware  of  this  act.

These  payments  shall  now  be  forwarded  together  with  an  account¬ 
ing  of  all  such  funds  received  during  the  preceding  calendar  quarter 
to  the  county  treasurer  within  15  days  following  the  last  day  of 
March,  June,  September  and  December  of  each  year.

ACT  230  TIME  OF  JURORS'  SELECTION,  SERVICE  AND  NOTIFICATION 
(Counties  -  Third  Class) 

This  act  changes  the  impaneling  and  summoning  of  jurors  from 
each  week  of  court  to  said  term  of  court,  and  that  the  names, 
occupations,  addresses  and  number  of  persons  drawn  be  posted  in 
the  office  of  the  prothonotary  and  clerk  of  courts  at  least  twenty- 
five  (25)  days  before  the  first  day  of  the  beginning  of  the  term  of 
court.  Jurors  may  also  be  chosen  for  any  period  within  any  term 
as  may  from  time  to  time  be  directed  by  the  court.

ACT  267  ARREST  FOLLOWING  PURSUIT  OF  FELON

territorial  limits  of  the  officer's  employing  subdivision  if  the  felony 
was  committed  within  the  employing  subdivision  and  the  officer  has 
continued  in  pursuit  of  the  felon  after  commission  of  the  felony.

Any  joint  coverage  member  of  a  city  retirement  system,  other  than 
policemen  or  city-paid  firemen,  who  makes  a  lump  sum  payment 
may  elect  to  eliminate  the  forty  per  cent  (40%)  offset  provision 
where  the  city  intergrates  its  pension  system  with  social  security  if 
authorized  by  the  retirement  board.

First  class  cities  may,  by  ordinance,  provide  for  the  payment  of 
full  retirement  benefits  to  employes  who  were  separated  from  city 
employment  on  or  before  January  1,  1963  and  are  also  eligible  for 
social  security  benefits  earned  in  covered  municipal  employment.

(Counties  -  Third  Class) 

A  contributor  with  ten  (10)  or  more  years  of  service,  who  has  not 
reached  superannuation  retirement  age  and  who  is  discontinued 
from  county  service  because  of  appointment  or  election  to  an  in¬ 
compatible  office  has  the  option  to  keep  his  and  the  county's 
contributions  in  the  retirement  fund  until  superannuation  age. 

In  the  event  a  refund  of  accumulated  contributions  has  been  made, 
the  employe  may  repay  and  the  county  reimburse  the  amounts  paid 
out,  thereby  reestablishing  the  contributor's  rights  in  the  retire¬ 
ment  fund  and  benefits  shall  be  paid  as  if  the  original  severance 
had  been  involuntary.

ACT  514  CONTRACTING  OF  RETIREMENT  FUND  DEPOSIT  ADMINISTRATORS

company,  bank  or  trust  company  to  act  as  deposit  administrator  of 
the  retirement  fund  in  its  entirety.  The  deposit  administrator  may 
receive  and  invest  fund  moneys  and  may  provide  additional  options 
to  fund  contributors  or  beneficiaries.

ACT  526  PENSIONS  PAID  TO  SURVIVING  SPOUSES  OF  FIREMEN

the  bureau  of  fire  if  the  employe  so  elects.  An  amount  equal  to 
fifty  per  centum  (50%)  of  such  employes  retirement  benefits  shall 
be  paid  as  survivorship  benefits  if  certain  prescribed  conditions 
are  met.  Any  member  of  the  fund  within  ninety  (90)  days  after 
the  effective  date  of  this  act  or  November  23,  1963,  or  within 
ninety  (90)  days  of  his  appointment  may  elect  these  provisions  in 
writing  to  be  filed  with  the  secretary  of  the  Firemen's  Relief 
Pension  Fund.

ACT  12  COMPENSATION  OF  COUNCI  LMEN 
(  Boroughs) 

Changes  the  requirement  of  attendance  at  one  "regular"  council 
meeting  a  month  to  "any"  council  meeting  during  the  month  in 
order  for  a  councilman  to  receive  compensation. 

Act  12,  approved  April  2,  1963,  amends  section  1001  of  The 
Borough  Code,  1927,  P.  L.  519,  as  amended,  and  is  effective 
immediately. 

ACT  23  COMPENSATION  OF  AUDITORS,  SPECIAL  AUDITS 
(Townships  -  Second  Class) 

Continues  the  compensation  of  auditors  at  $10  a  day  but  changes 
the  present  $200  maximum  as  follows:  a  township  having  a  popula¬ 
tion  of  10, 000  or  less  to  not  more  than  $200  for  any  calendar  year; 
townships  with  a  population  in  excess  of  10,  000  to  not  more  than 
$400  for  any  calendar  year.  This  act  also  authorizes  a  special  audit 
of  a  vacated  public  office  when  that  public  official  handles  public  funds 
also  at  $10  a  day,  and  not  to  exceed  ten  days.  The  10  days  for  special 
audits  would  be  in  addition  to  the  20  or  40  days,  as  the  case  may  be, 
for  regular  audits.

Any  auditor  knowingly  interested,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  any  town¬ 
ship  transaction  and  who  benefits  financially,  shall  upon  conviction 
pay  a  fine  not  to  exceed  $100  and  shall  forfeit  his  office.

MILITARY  LEAVE  OF  ABSENCE 
(All  Classes) 

The  automatic  military  leave  of  absence  granted  in  time  of  war 
or  armed  conflict  to  employes  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania 
or  employes  of  counties,  municipalities,  townships,  authorities  or 
other  political  subdivisions  of  the  Commonwealth  is  extended  to 
times  of  emergency  proclaimed  by  the  Governor  or  by  the  President 
of  the  United  States. 

Act  93,  approved  June  13,  1963,  amends  sections  3  and  4  of  The 
Veterans  Preference  Act  of  1957,  P.  L.  557,  and  is  effective 
immediately. 

ACT  95 

INCOMPATIBLE  OFFICES 
(Counties  -  Third  to  Eighth) 

The  position  of  treasurer  or  tax  collector  of  any  city,  borough, 
incorporated  town  or  township  is  incompatible  with  the  office  of 
county  solicitor  or  any  elected  county  office.

ACT  98 

SUPERVISORS,  SUPERINTENDENTS 
(Townships  -  Second  Class) 

Clarifies  the  provision  enumerating  the  superintendent's  duties  by 
changing  "supervisors  acting  as  superintendents  or  roadmasters"  to 
"supervisors  employed  as.  .  .  " 

Act  98,  approved  June  21,  1963,  amends  section  516  of  The  Second 
Class  Township  Code,  1933,  P.  L.  103,  as  amended,  and  is  effective 
September  1,  1963. 

ACT  102

POLICEMEN'S  HOURS  OF  SERVICE 
(Cities  -  Second  Class  A) 

The  maximum  length  of  a  policeman's  service  in  any  week  shall  be 
forty  (40)  hours  except  in  emergency  cases.  The  existing  salary  or 
compensation  of  any  policeman  shall  not  be  diminished  because  of  the 
reduced  number  of  hours  of  duty  prescribed  by  this  act.

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ACT  113  BUREAU  OF  FIRE 

(Cities  -  Second  Class)

extends  civil  service  coverage  to  deputy  chiefs.  Both  original  appoint¬ 
ments  and  promotions  shall  be  made  from  the  top  of  the  competitive 
lists  provided,  however,  that  an  exception  may  be  made  for  just  cause 
No  oral  examination  shall  be  required.  An  examinee  within  five  days 
after  receiving  notice  of  his  examination  result  may  request  to  review 
his  answers.  Any  person  taking  a  promotional  examination  shall  re¬ 
ceive  one-half  point  (1/2)  for  each  year  of  service  (not  to  exceed  10 
points)  added  on  to  his  final  examination  grade.  Any  vacancy  in  a 
competitive  class  shall  be  filled  from  the  next  lowest  rank.  And  a 
veteran  taking  a  hoseman  examination  shall  receive  an  additional  10 
points  above  his  examination  grade.  This  act  also  regulates  the  filling 
of  vacancies  from  within  the  bureau,  driving  assignments,  transfers 
and  provides  for  a  civil  service  hearing  within  fifteen  (15)  days  from 
the  date  of  the  request.  The  right  to  suspend  an  employee  for  ten  (10) 
days  without  his  written  consent  is  removed,  except  for  just  cause. 

Act  113,  approved  July  3,  1963,  amends  the  title  and  section  1  of  the 
act  of  June  27,  1939,  P.  L.  1207,  and  adds  section  3.  1,  3.  2  and  3.  3, 
and  is  effective  September  1,  1963. 

ACT  115  APPOINTMENT  OF  SUPERVISORS 
(Townships  -  Second  Class) 

The  number  of  supervisors  required  to  appoint  another  supervisor 
when  such  office  is  vacant  is  changed  from  two  supervisors  to  a 
majority  of  the  remaining  supervisors. 

Act  115,  approved  July  3,  1963,  amends  section  420  of  The  Second 
Class  Township  Code,  1933,  as  amended,  and  is  effective  immediately 

ACT  124  POLICE  PROMOTION  AND  SUSPENSION  PROCEEDINGS 
(Cities  -  Second  Class) 

This  act  authorizes  any  person  taking  a  promotional  examination  in 
the  bureau  of  police  shall  upon  request  be  permitted  to  review  his 
answers.  The  rules  and  regulations  of  entrance  to  a  promotional 
examination  shall  only  require  that  the  applicant  have  completed  four 
years  of  service  in  the  bureau  of  police.  And  any  employee  suspended 
for  less  than  ten  days  is  entitled  to  a  hearing  before  a  court  of  inquiry 
whose  members  are  to  be  selected  in  a  prescribed  manner.

Elected  county  officers,  including  an  appointed  or  elected  district 
attorney  must  be  at  least  twenty-one  (21)  years  of  age,  a  citizen  of 
the  United  States,  a  resident  of  the  county  and  have  resided  within 
the  county  for  one  year  next  preceding  his  election.  In  seventh  and 
eighth  class  counties,  the  district  attorney's  required  residency  is 
increased  to  two  years.

The  controllers  or  auditors  of  any  political  subdivision  who  audit  any 
finances  or  funds  of  the  school  district  or  joint  school  board  cannot 
be  employed  in  any  other  capacity  by  the  school  district  or  school 
board.

ACT  170  SOIL  CONSERVATION  DISTRICT  DIRECTORS 

(Counties) 

The  county  commissioners  may  appoint  one  non-farmer  to  the  board 
of  directors  of  the  soil  conservation  district  in  an  urbanizing  area. 

Act  170,  approved  July  25,  1963,  amends  clause  (g)  of  subsection  (4) 
of  section  4,  sections  6  and  7  of  The  Soil  Conservation  Law,  1945,  P. 

L.  547,  and  is  effective  September  23,  1963. 

ACT  198  COUNTY  COMMISSIONERS'  COMPENSATIONS 

(Counties  -  Eighth  Class) 

Salaries  of  county  commissioners  in  counties  with  a  population  of  less 
than  12,000  are  adjusted  from  two  thousand  three  hundred  ($2,300.00) 
dollars  to  two  thousand  six  hundred  ($2,  600.  00)  dollars,  and  in  counties 
with  a  population  of  more  than  12,  000  from  three  thousand  ($3,  000.  00) 
dollars  to  three  thousand  three  hundred  ($3,300.00)  dollars.  This 
salary  adjustment  is  made  due  to  the  abolition  of  the  institution  district, 
the  net  effect  being  no  change  in  compensation.

This  sala  ry  adjustment  is  made 
due  to  the  abolition  of  the  institution  district,  the  net  effect  being 
no  change  in  compensation.

Police,  firemen  and  fire  police  jointly  employed  by  contracts  between 
near  or  adjacent  cities,  boroughs  or  townships  shall  have  the  same 
powers  conferred  by  law  on  the  police,  firemen  or  fire  police  of  the 
city,  borough  or  township  which  has  contracted  to  secure  such  servici 

Act  213,  approved  July  31,  1963,  amends  clause  LVIII.  1  of  section 
1202  of  The  Borough  Code,  1927,  P.  L.  519,  as  amended,  and  is 
effective  September  29,  1963. 

ACT  218  BRIBERY  OF  GOVERNMENTAL  OFFICIALS 

(All  Classes) 

Any  officer  or  employe  of  the  Commonwealth  or  of  any  political  sub¬ 
division  are  included  among  the  governmental  officials  covered  by  the 
bribery  provisions  of  "The  Penal  Code"  and  subject  to  either  a  five 
hundred  dollar  ($500)  or  one  thousand  dollar  ($1,  000)  fine  or  undergo 
imprisonment  for  one  (1)  year  or  five  (5)  years  upon  conviction.

ACT  228  DOG  LICENSE  FEES 

(All  Classes) 

The  fee  of  ten  cents  (10$)  paid  to  the  county  treasurer  for  issuing, 
recording  and  reporting  a  dog  license  to  the  Department  of  Revenue 
is  increased  to  twenty  cents  (20$).  The  fee  of  fifteen  cents  (15$) 
paid  to  the  justice  of  the  peace,  alderman,  magistrate,  or  notary 
public  for  taking  a  dog  license  application  and  forwarding  it  to  the 
county  treasurer  is  increased  to  twenty  cents  (20$).

The  office  of  alderman  or  justice  of  the  peace  is  incompatible  with 
the  office  of  treasurer,  tax  collector  or  assessor  of  any  city, 
borough,  town  or  township  and  with  the  office  of  secretary,  secre¬ 
tary-treasurer,  tax  collector  or  assessor  of  any  second  class  town¬ 
ship.

The  district's  board  of  directors  may  also  appoint  a  secretary 
and/or  treasurer  (previously  only  a  secretary)  who  is  not  required 
to  be  a  member  of  the  board.

The  compensation  may  not  exceed  the  pay 
of  the  secretary  and  may  not  be  paid  for  any  period  of  time  for  which 
the  secretary  is  compensated.

(Cities  -  Second  Class) 

In  case  of  the  death,  resignation,  sickness,  absence  or  inability  of 
the  head  of  any  of  the  executive  departments  except  the  departments 
of  city  controller  and  the  mayor,  the  head  of  the  affected  department 
designates  in  writing  a  deputy  to  act  for  the  department  head,  exercise 
his  powers  and  discharge  his  duties,  without  receiving  additional  com¬ 
pensation  during  his  absence,  disability  or  until  a  new  director  is  ap¬ 
pointed.

6£)  for  mileage  expenses.

PREVAILING  WAGE,  PUBLIC  WORKS 
(All  Classes) 


This  act  raises  the  cost  of  projects  within  the  meaning  of  "public 
work"  covered  by  the  "Pennsylvania  Prevailing  Wage  Law  from 
$2,000  to  $25,000.  The  act  redefines  the  term  "locality"  to  mean 
the  municipality  within  the  county  in  which  the  work  is  performed. 

It  also  establishes  an  Advisory  Board  in  the  Department  of  Labor 
and  Industry  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  the  secretary  in  carrying 
out  his  duties  under  the  act,  and  an  Appeals  Board  in  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Labor  and  Industry  for  the  purpose  of  hearing  and  deter¬ 
mining  grievances  arising  out  of  the  administration  of  the  act.

The  county  treasurer  shall  retain  twenty  (20)  cents  of  the  fifty  (50) 
cents  fee  collected  by  him  for  firearm  registration.  The  remaining 
thirty  (30)  cents  is  paid  to  the  county.

Firemen  and  fire  inspectors  are  included  in  the  civil  service  coverage 
previously  accorded  only  to  police  and  employes  of  jails  and  work- 
houses  .

ACT  408  QUALIFICATIONS  OF  COUNTY  OFFICIALS 
(Counties  -  Second  Class) 

Elected  county  officers  must  be  at  least  twenty-one  (21)  years  of  age, 
a  citizen  of  United  States,  a  resident  of  the  county,  and  shall  have 
resided  within  the  county  for  one  year  next  preceding  his  election. 

The  district  attorney  shall  be  a  resident  of  the  county  for  which  he  is 
elected  or  appointed  for  two  years  next  preceding  his  election,  shall 
be  a  practicing  attorney  and  shall  be  at  least  twenty-one  (21)  years  of  age.

Limits  the  approval  for  plans  and  specifications  of  county  buildings 
by  the  court  of  common  pleas  to  the  county  court  house,  county 
jail,  prison  workhouse  and  detention  home.

2315  of  The  County  Code,  1955,  P.  L.  323,  and  is  effective  im¬ 
mediately. 

ACT  117 

UNIT  PROPERTY  ACT,  JOINT  OWNERSHIP 
(All  Classes) 

This  act  is  enabling  legislation  providing  for  condominium  (joint 
ownership  e.  g.  ,  cooperative  apartments)  ownership  of  real  property 
and  may  be  cited  as  the  "Unit  Property  Act."  The  act  provides  for, 
and  establishes  procedures  for  the  improvement,  management, 
operation,  assessment  and  taxation  of  such  property,  and  procedures 
for  the  exercise  of  eminent  domain  in  certain  cases.

(Boroughs)

TOWNSHIP  ORDINANCES 
(Townships  -  Second  Class) 

This  act  validates  second  class  township  ordinances  previously  attached

The  city  council  is  authorized  to  compile,  codify,  recodify,  and  re¬ 
enact  any  existing  two  or  more  ordinances,  with  or  without  repeals, 
amendments  and  additions  and  enact  the  same  as  one  codified  ordinance 
which  will  be  considered  in  force  after  the  prescribed  introduction, 
advertisement,  notification  of  the  public  and  recording.

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ACT  207  ORDINANCE  AND  RECORDS

ordinances  to  be  considered  in  force  shall  be  recorded  within  one 
month  of  passage  by  the  secretary  in  the  ordinance  book.  It  also 
authorizes  the  recording  of  ordinances  by  attaching  them  to  the 
ordinance  book  and  validates  all  past  ordinances  so  attached.  And 
the  act  permits  the  transcription  of  records  and/or  the  attachment 
of  records  either  typed,  printed,  photostated  or  microfilmed,  by 
staple,  glue  or  any  other  adhesive  substance  or  material  where 
recording  in  a  specified  book  of  record  is  required  or  where  records 
are  required  to  be  recorded.

Checks  and  vouchers  are  now  included  among  the  records  which  if 
in  the  county  controller’s  custody  for  a  period  of  eight  (8)  years  or 
more  and  with  the  approval  of  the  court  of  common  pleas,  may  be 
destroyed  or  disposed  of  by  the  controller.

ACT  407  RECORDS,  PROTHONOTARY  AND  CLERK  OF  COURTS

members  appointed  by  the  Governor  for  four  year  terms.  One  member 
of  the  committee  shall  be  the  Chief  Justice  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Supreme  Court  or  his  judicial  representative,  one  a  representative 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Historical  and  Museum  Commission,  one  an 
attorney,  one  a  prothonotary ,  one  a  clerk  of  courts  and  the  other  a 
member  of  the  general  public.  The  committee  shall  make  or  revise 
a  schedule  setting  forth  the  time  certain  records  in  the  office  of  the 
prothonotary  or  clerk  of  courts  may  be  destroyed  either  with  or 
without  microfilming.  No  schedule  shall  be  made  permitting  the 
destruction  of  records  less  than  50  years  old  unless  they  are  micro¬ 
filmed.

COMPACTS  AND  AGREEMENTS  SUBMITTED  TO  DEPARTMENT

This  act  may  be  cited  as  the  "Interstate  Agreements  Records  Act" 
and  authorizes  the  Department  of  State  to  collect,  compile  and 
keep  current  a  list  of  all  existing  or  proposed  interstate  compacts 
and  other  intergovernmental  agreements  between  or  among  states, 
subdivisions  of  this  State  and  other  states,  or  between  this  State 
or  any  subdivision  and  the  Federal  Government  having  the  force  of 
law  to  which  this  State  or  any  subdivision  is  or  may  be  eligible  to 
become  a  party.  The  act  requires  every  department  officer  or 
agent  of  the  Commonwealth  and  of  its  political  subdivisions  who 
shall  execute  any  such  instrument  or  agreement  to  furnish  a  copy  to 
the  Department  of  State.

ACT  76  IMPOUNDING  ILLEGALLY  PARKED  VEHICLES 
(Townships  -  Second  Class)

provide  by  ordinance  for  the  removal  and  impounding  of  illegally 
parked  vehicles.

ACT  114  SALE  OF  SURPLUS  BRIDGES  AND  STRUCTURES 
~  (All  Classes) 

When  the  Department  of  Property  and  Supplies  disposes  of  surplus 
bridges  or  structures  of  the  Department  of  Highways,  it  shall  give 
first  preference  and  priority  to  political  subdivisions  in  the  county 
where  the  bridge  is  located  and  second  priority  to  similar  political 
subdivisions  of  Pennsylvania  in  adjacent  counties  at  scrap  value  and 
cost  for  removal.  All  bridges  or  structures  turned  over  to  political 
subdivisions  shall  be  used  solely  for  construction,  reconstruction, 
maintenance  and  repair  of  highway,  street  or  road  facilities.

This  act  expands  the  Public  Utility  Commission  Authority  to  apportion 
the  cost  of  construction,  relocation,  alteration,  protection  or 
abolition  of  any  kind  of  public  utility  facilities  at  or  adjacent  to 
certain  crossings  of  highways  and  transportation  facilities  among 
local  governments  and  public  utilities. 

Act  121,  approved  July  3,  1963,  amends  subsection  (a)  of  section  411 
of  The  Public  Utility  Law,  1937,  P.  L.  1053,  and  is  effective  August 

2,  1963. 

ACT  214  HEARINGS  CONCERNING  BRIDGE  CONSTRUCTION 
(Counties  -  Second  Class) 

The  advertisement  of  hearings  concerning  bridge  construction  held 
before  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  must  be  published  at  least  ten 
(10)  days  prior  to  the  hearing  in  two  newspapers  of  general  circulation 
in  the  county  and  must  contain  prescribed  information  about  the  pro¬ 
posed  bridge  construction.  (Previously,  advertisement  was  once  a 
week  in  at  least  one  newspaper  for  three  weeks  and  by  handbills.  )  The 
court  decides  upon  the  petition,  its  accompanying  plans  and  surveys.

MAXIMUM  GROSS  WEIGHT  OF  COMMERCIAL  MOTOR  VEHICLES 
AND  TRUCK  TRACTORS 
(All  Classes) 

This  act  specifies  the  class  and  fee  for  annual  registration  of 
commercial  motor  vehicles  and  truck  trailer  based  on  an  increased 
maximum  gross  weight  from  62,  000  lbs.  to  7  1 ,  145  lbs.  for  a  combination 
having  five  or  more  axles  with  not  less  than  two  axles  on  each  vehicle. 
The  act  also  permits  the  Secretary  of  Highways  to  limit  the  maximum 
gross  weight  by  erecting  signs  on  any  highway  (every  way  or  place  of 
whatever  nature  open  to  the  use  of  public  as  matter  of  right  for 
vechicular  traffic)  for  safety  and  protection  purposes.

(All  Classes) 

Official  signs  giving  notice  of  the  presence  of  parking  meters  are  not 
required  if  the  legend  on  each  parking  meter  contains  the  prescribed 
information  about  the  time  limit  for  parking,  the  days  and  hours  when 
parking  meters  are  operative,  and  the  number  of  minutes  or  hours  of 
parking  obtained  by  the  deposit  of  one  or  more  coins.

USE  OF  ALLOCATED  FUNDS  ON  STATE  HIGHWAYS  AND  DRAINAGE 
FACILITIES 

(Townships  -  First  Class) 

First  class  townships  are  specifically  authorized  among  the  political 
subdivisions  receiving  a  permanent  allocation  from  the  motor  license 
fund  for  use  of  such  allocations  on  State  highways  and  drainage 
facilities  within  township  boundaries.  All  work  done  on  State  high¬ 
ways  is  subject  to  the  approval,  supervision  and  control  of  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Highways.

HIGHWAY  CLASSIFICATION 
(All  Classes) 


This  act  provides  for  the  creation  of  a  State  Highway  Commission 
which  shall  consist  of  seven  members,  three  of  whom  shall  be  ex- 
officio;  the  Secretary  of  Highways,  the  Chairmen  of  the  Committee 
on  Highways  of  the  Senate  and  of  the  House  of  Representatives;  and 
four  remaining  members  of  the  commission  nominated  by  the 
Governor,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Senate,  of  whom  no  more 
than  three  shall  be  members  of  the  same  political  party.  The  De¬ 
partment  of  Highways  must  prepare  and  submit  by  May  1,  1964  and 
every  year  thereafter  prior  to  May  1,  a  construction  program  which 
it  recommends  to  be  undertaken  by  the  Department  during  the  next 
six  years.  Copies  of  construction  programs  shall  be  open  to  the 
public  for  inspection.  The  act  also  provides  that  the  Highway  Com¬ 
mission  shall  recommend  to  the  General  Assembly  a  system  of 
highway  classification  together  with  a  plan  for  the  development  and 
improvement  of  highways  based  upon  studies  of  needs  and  sufficiency 
ratings.

Act  4,  approved  March  25,  1963,  amends  section  1709  of  The 
First  Class  Township  Code,  1931,  P.  L.  1206,  as  amended, 
and  is  effective  fiscal  year  1964. 

ACT  27 

BOARD  OF  ASSESSMENT  AND  REVISION  OF  TAXES,  APPOINT¬ 
MENT  OF  MEMBERS 
(Counties  -  Fourth  Class) 

County  commissioners  may  appoint  three  members  to  a  Board  of 
Assessment  and  Revision  of  Taxes  for  terms  which  shall  expire 
concurrently  with  the  terms  of  the  county  commissioners  making 
the  appointment.  No  more  than  two  such  appointed  members  shall 
be  members  of  the  same  political  party.

INTERIM  ASSESSMENTS

the  preparation  of  the  tax  duplicate,  added  to  the  duplicate  and 
the  property  shall  be  taxable  for  township  purposes  at  the  re¬ 
assessed  valuation  for  that  proportionate  part  of  the  fiscal  year 
of  the  township  remaining  after  the  property  was  improved.  In 
case  of  new  construction  for  residential  purposes,  it  is  exempted 
from  increased  valuation  until  conveyance  to  a  bona  fide  purchaser 
until  the  premises  have  been  occupied  or  until  the  next  annual  tax 
duplicate  is  completed.

INTERIM  ASSESSMENTS 
(B  oroughs) 


This  act  authorizes  boroughs  to  request  the  assessment  or  re¬ 
assessment  of  buildings  constructed  or  improved  after  the  prepara¬ 
tion  of  the  tax  duplicate,  the  property  shall  then  be  added  to  the 
duplicate  and  shall  be  taxable  for  borough  purposes  at  the  reassessed 
valuation  for  that  proportionate  part  of  the  fiscal  year  of  the  borough 
remaining  after  the  property  was  improved.  The  property  owner  is 
responsible  for  the  taxes,  except  in  the  case  of  new  construction  for 
residential  purposes  which  is  exempted  from  increased  valuation 
until  conveyance  to  a  bona  fide  purchaser,  until  the  premises  have 
been  occupied,  or  until  the  next  annual  tax  duplicate  is  completed.

ACT  104  TAX  EXEMPTION,  VETERANS 
(All  Classes) 

A  veteran  who  is  honorably  discharged  and  as  a  result  of  such 
military  service  is  blind,  paraplegic  or  has  substained  the  loss 
of  two  or  more  limbs  is  entitled  to  an  exemption  from  payment  of 
real  estate  taxes  based  on  need  determined  by  the  State  Veterans 
Commission.  This  exemption  is  on  any  building  including  the  land 
upon  which  it  stands  occupied  by  him  as  his  principal  dwelling.

ROAD,  BRIDGE  AND  GENERAL  PURPOSES  TAX  RATE 
(Townships  -  Second  Class) 

The  maximum  annual  tax  rate  for  road,  bridge  and  general  purposes 
is  increased  from  nine  (9)  to  fourteen  (14)  mills.

ACT  185 

DELINQUENT  PER  CAPITA  AND  OCCUPATION  TAXES 
(All  Classes) 

Upon  written  notice  to  any  fiscal  officer  of  the  Commonwealth,  its 
boards,  authorities,  agencies  or  commissions,  local  delinquent  per 
capita  and  occupation  taxes  owed  by  state  employes  shall  be  deducted 
from  their  wages.

MUNICIPAL  CLAIMS

This  act  regulates  interim  reassessments  in  the  case  of  new 
construction  for  residential  purposes.  Increased  valuation  on  new 
construction  for  residential  purposes  is  postponed  until  there  is 
a  conveyance  to  a  bona  fide  purchaser  or  the  premises  are  occupied, 
but  such  postponement  shall  not  extend  beyond  the  date  on  which  the 
next  annual  tax  duplicate  is  completed.

for  residential  purposes.

ACT  15  FLOOD  CONTROL

Broadens  the  power  of  a  municipality  to  enter  flood  control 
arrangements  and  agreements  with  the  Secretary  of  Defense, 
county  commissioners  or  other  public  authorities  empowered 
to  act  in  the  premises  under  any  law  of  the  United  States,  or  of 
this  or  any  other  State;  permits  municipal  construction  of  flood 
control  dams;  and  increases  the  minimum  work  to  be  let  for  flood 
control  without  bid  from  $300  to  $1000.

ACT  30  TAPPING  FEE 
(Authorities)

of  a  private  person  or  corporation  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Authority.

(780)  feet  of  any  fire  hydrant  (previously,  within  six  hundred  (600) 
feet) .

ASSESSMENTS  FOR  SANITARY  SEWERS  AND  TAPPING  FEES 
(Cities  -  Third  Class) 

This  act  regulates  property  assessments  for  sanitary  sewer  construc¬ 
tion  and  authorizes  tapping  fees  to  be  charged  for  connecting  with 
sanitary  sewers.  When  sanitary  sewers  are  constructed,  the  assess¬ 
ment  of  the  costs  and  expenses  shall  be  assessed  against  the  property 
"benefited,  improved  or  accommodated"  and  shall  not  be  against 
property  which  is  "abutting  on"  the  sanitary  sewer  construction.  In 
addition,  a  tapping  fee  may  be  charged  which  shall  be  in  addition  to 
any  charges  assessed  and  collected  against  such  property  in  the 
construction  of  the  sanitary  sewer.  This  act  also  permits  cities  to 
install  water  meters,  if  needed,  except  that  if  the  property  to  be 
connected  is  supplied  with  water  from  a  public  water  supply  agency, 
approval  for  installation  m  ast  be  obtained  from  such  agency.

ASSESSMENTS  FOR  SANITARY  SEWERS,  TAPPING  FEES 
(Boroughs) 

This  act  regulates  property  assessments  for  sanitary  sewer  construc¬ 
tion  and  authorizes  and  extends  the  use  of  tapping  fees.  When  sanitary 
sewers  are  constructed,  the  assessment  of  the  costs  and  expenses 
shall  be  assessed  against  the  property  "which  is  benefited,  improved 
and  accommodated"  and  shall  not  be  against  property  which  is 
"abutting  on"  the  sanitary  sewer  construction.  In  addition,  a  sanitary 
sewer  and  water  tapping  fee  is  authorized  which  shall  be  in  addition  to 
any  charges  assessed  and  collected  against  such  property  in  the 
construction  of  a  sanitary  sewer  or  water  main  system.  A  refund  of  the 
tapping  fee  is  permitted  to  private  firms  or  individuals  who  paid  the 
cost  of  installation  and  construction.
